It wa.i he, according to their 
in.nholog.v, who had illvldcd the cal- 
endar and hnd named the rivers iind 
I)1IIh. In Chlchen Itza was a tiurred well 
where flr.^t the race h.iil M'tlled. Here 
an elaborate fcNtival, niarhcd by hnin.'in 
sacrifices, took place on certain oc- 
ea.Nlona of rclieloun Import. 

The accuracy of their r"'''il* was 
IMdb.ibly connected with their advanc- 
el knowledge of aslronouiy. In which 
locy were ' very proficient, ob.serva- 
torles had been found In their tcrrl- 
torlcH at tho present d y.

Inasmuch as the Daily is sup- 
ported hn the students, who arc forced to subscribe to the 
Daily, you feel it incumbent upon the editors of the Daily 
to cater to the wishes of the student body and not publish 
any matter displeasing them. May I point out, sir. that 
over thirty students have approached and told me that they 
enjoyed the Goose: Step and would enjoy it considerably 
more were^a not so mild. 

The issue, however, is a greater and more important 
one. It is concerned with the precedent you are setting in 
goi)erning your actions according to the wishes of what you 
think is a majority of student opinion. The question may 
be raised: Is johat Jhc Daily is going to print subject to a 
'majority votc-of (ht student body? 

A lesser, or rather corollary, reason you give for the 
discontinuance of the Goose Step is that the column con-

university, that the Daily is for the average student. Here 
again must I differ in the conception of a college daily. 
The aim of an undergraduate paper should never be to write 
down to the level of the most illiterate student on the cam- 
pus or even the average sliidrnt. The paper should consist 
of- the best and highest that may be procured. 

The Goose Step or Collegiana, which preceded it, in my 
opinion — / can now speak my mind quite openly — has been 
the only department in the McGUl Daily which has war- 
ranted even (he most superficial perusal. I had hoped that, 
171 asking me to leave out the Goose Step you would ask 
mc alsoihat l give up my work on the Daily, so great should 
have been- your righteous xorath. But you were mild, sir. 
and I am reduced to the vulgar expedient of resigning. I 
am bereft of the exquisite pleasure of martyrdom.

Effect of Newipaperi 

"It ls'Jmpofi!)ible," the speaker con- 
tinued, "to write a paper-on any a.<ipcct 
of |)ubllc life without at soime point 
liaving to conaidcr t'hé activities of 
the iiew.-ipapcrs. Their Infliiohce un 
the forms and mcthod.i of the public, 
life and on the states of opinion which 
determine and liinit its activities are 
so far «achlng and penclrailng that 
a .separate conaidoration of their place 
In the general scheme is nnccsaary. 
Tho modern dally newspaper .supiili-'s 
the public with newf. is a mediuiii for 
at'rvcrtiscments.. and furni.>!lioH opinion 
and comment on affairs of public im- 
portance. The fir.st two ot these func- 
tion lire purely commercial but tho 
third becomes poisoned at its source 
if It Is not unafft cu.d by any r.onsci- 
ous commercial basis." 

"The cdltori.il writer must be short 
and simple; he must keep his audleiice 
In a state of exritemenl — he must not 
.■ir;iue. he niu.st astierl. \\\^ eaPicat 
way to succe.'îs is lo play on ilie emo- 
tions of the herd, their patriotic fer- 
vor, their fears for their pockets, and 
their Hu.sccptibilitics to. catch cries. lie 
can seldom or never afford to oppose 
II popular prejudice or challenge a 
f.onveniloiial opinion. If he does so, 
II will generally he in the well war- 
ranted belief that the temporary un- 
popular opinion will shortly be the 
l>(>pular one or that his own cliyitB 
arn on the unpopular side. In either 
(■.•i.«e he has In mind not the merits or 
dismerKs of the particular point of 
view but the Interest of his news- 
paper.

IN OCEAN 

(Continued from jiage one) 
was the only one which Ehiropeans 
have adopted when living In America. 

The apex of their clvllization was 
their sj-alem of hclroglyphics. These, 
now coming to light carved on tem- 
ples deep In the foresti of Guelemtla, 
represented the stag* of human 
thought where graphie symbols of 
.sounds were replacinf,- Idea-symbols. 
Only thiec manuscripts have come 
down to ub, the reel being destroj'td 
in the religious zeal of the Spaniards. 

Their architecture was characterized 
tay bold and effective construction. T.v- 
plcal was iheir pyramidal temple of 
stone wth a sanctuarj- on the flat top. 
Since the arch wiif unknown, thiiy 
used vaults of. the corbel type for cur- 
ved roofs, iManlon concluded with 
the reference to the elephant discov- 
ery already mentioned. 

Origin of the Attecs 
II. Peters commenced his paper 
with -a nuol.-itlon from Marmloii which 
was nspccially applicable to Hernado 
Cortes. Before this man's. con{|ue«t of 
Mexico, Montezuma's empire stretched 
from the Pacific to the Atlnniic. 
Though the Chlnef^e were known to 
have visited Its slioris, Its fivlllzatioii 
originated in Yucatan. Jn 1325 tho 
Tollccs settled at Mexico! with first 
uii aristocratie govornment which 
Hoon became a. monarchy. Thoy were 
at first cave-dwellers and Inferloi- In 
morals and manners. They were dc- 
voictl to their war-goij after whom 
their city was nanted. . 

Their principal cMy, Mexico, was 
on two Inland In n lake. Joined i» 
the mainland by 'four causeways. Ex- 
cepting tlie loyal liuDdings the homes 
wçre ugly hovels Temples were nii- 
incrouH, but poorly constructed. Among 
their more elevated Institutions w.-is 
their postal courier .service which was 
Kwperlor to anything in lîiirope at 
that time .Government, ixillce, and 
sanitation were w.ell. provided for. 
Nevertheless they had no knowledge 
of oil, coins, or of tin or lead. 

In 151U Corl)>3 sailed from Cuba, 
with « bund of adventurers, despite 
ilio opposition of the governor. On 
reaching the shorps of Mexico I>e was 
forbidden to advance to tho capital, 
but notwithstanding decided to go on. 
Mutiny In the' camp led biin to the 
drastic stop of burning his ships to cut 
off retreat. On his way to Mexico he 
had to cross the country of the "Tala- 
Hcalans, who, after their great' army 
had been routed, became his allies. 
The Cholulans were hospitable, but 
leainlng that they jilaiiiied treachery 
hi> made a night attack ini their oily 
Willi great sluughler. 

Cartes in Mexico' 

lli.s arrival at Mexico was greeted 
Willi wolcoine. He found there many 
mosauo-likc J.empleH, great royal pal- 
acpg, and a great market-place, where 
he saw 60,U«(J people trading rir*lly. 
Suspecllni? lieachery he c?i.pLiirçd 
Jloiitezuma, was cxpylled Ijy tho pojiu- 



lace, marched to the coast, returned 
and compeltely destroyed the city. 

With the city; Aztec civilisation fell. 
This was bound to haprpen, tor It had 

been tottering for -some time. The 
unique feather work, and all the arte 
and . crafts of the natives were lost. 
The iron hand of the conquerers des- 
cended on thf people; natives were ap- 
portioned to settlers along with land. 

New Spain, as it was nov caUed, 
was ruled, first by military c«veraor8 
and then viceroys. Cortes was very 
religious, and insisted on the conver- 
sion of the natives. Jesuits founded 
missions and were active In spreading 
Christiiinity and the Inquisition over 
the country. The city of .Mexico was 
ri built on a European plan. Cortea 
encouraged Immigration; he construct- 
ed highway.s. and enacted that wives 
of settlcr.s should come out. Despite 
laws to tiK' contrary, slavery was In- 
troduc'crl:. .\ iinl\ CT.^iily wan founded, 
and new plants and methods of agri- 
culture were introduced. 

■But tho colony was'used by Spain 
solely for her own" benefit and soon 
the land was ilrainecJ of :i« Us wealth. 
The, people became dlsiiifrosted In 
everything. .\i last after three cen- 
turies, in IS'.'l, their blood boiled over 
—and It has not j'el stopped boiling. 



JAPUN SHOWS CONTRAST 
OF TWO CULTURES 




(Cont'nued from page onet 
Theix the pcat«intM have retained 
ihcb- picturesque customs and changes 
In tho cities wrought but I'lilc change 
'in tho country. 

In the larger cities a different as- 
pect Is presented, .\llhough most of 
the architecture Is of westernized type, 
yet here and there some ancient .Jap- 
anese edifice beautifies the surround- 
ing buildings, .lap.anese arcliltccture Is 
cs.scntlally oilcntal yet Is of great 
be.'iuty and art, seldom seen by the 
foreigner. ' 

Uducatlon 'In '.Japan is chiefly based 
on the Western paltciii. Public .School 
education is compulsory and consists 
of a six year courir much in the ."ame 
way ag bur Western Public School.s. 
College life Is very similar to the stu- 
dent life of the Canadian and Ameri- 
can Universities. The Universities ol! 
Japan arc of btigc proportions, one 
University in Toklo hftving over 10.- 
000 simdo'nts. "The .tap'ànese student is 
very active and the colleges abound 
In .Athletic Associations and htorary 
and debating Clubs. Co-eds up to a 
very modern date were unheard of, 
but lately the univeriilties of .Japan 
have allowed women to .attend lectures, 
but they cannot obtain degrees or go 
in for any profMsloni ;,Duc 'to fccent 
agitation women oyer 25 are allowed 
to • vole in local and provincial elec- 
tions. 

In Japan the women's place Is at 
tiome^ Hair has hot been bobbed yet 
and the costumes of the women, al- 
though yielding to the simplicity of 
th<! western civilization yet retains 
something of old Japan. 

Ja,i)an has been organized and made 
what she is today in the past century. 
The speaker outlined something of her 
history and ."howe<i how her navy ami 
.army had been built up through the 
patriotiiim of the people, and further 
.staled that— if Japan is Imperialistic 
It Is due chiefly to Western civiliza- 
tion which compels It to be so. In 
conclusion the speaker .slated, the fu- 
ture of Japan depends on two things 
fl) Attitude of Japiin to War .and (;!l 
Kaslern'and Western attitudes towtirds 
Japan. 

China's Past and Present 

Pollowing Mr. ilaklyama, Mr. Shunt- 
ing T. liiu. Assistant Librarian of Mc- 
CHll Chinuse Library and a student at 
Harvard Unlvci-Hlly, spoke on China's 
< ivlllzatlun. China he stated haa 70 
centurie." of hintury behind her, and 
It is this history combined with th<i 
language that keeps China together. 
China contains four .hundred million 
people and Is larger than Canada and 
U.S combined. It can easily he .seen 
what n power she will some day be- 
come. Chinese history and language 
are much simpler than usually set for- 
ward by foreign Irn.vcllers, and her 
Inventions (ii the past has made hisr 
famous. 

The power In China Is In a large 
moMsurr due to her family syMem 
wliicli extends over the whole of 
China. Ths system has it* advantages 
over the Western family life. The 
children marry and stay with the par- 
ents, and the oldest grandfather is 
father of the whole family. This grand- 
father keeps the family together and 
settles all trouble», f-'amily relations 
are very 'nterestlng. P'or instnnce .an 
uncle is an uncle, whether on the 
mother's or father's side does not 
make any difference, but in t:;iilna, an 
uncle Is called, the father' ti elder bro- 
ther or the father's . younger brother 
or the mother's younger brother, /ate. 
Family relations arc thus cleaily de- 
fined and homo ties subsequently 
strengthened. The Chinese are very 
respecifii) to' their elders .and a person, 
ill the words of Conf ileitis "who hns 
while hair .should not lie allowed to 
cany iiliytliing in a public pine.;".
